To prevent phenomena like cross talk and flare, the fiber bundle 144 is made to meet the 
following relation. That is, as shown in FIG. 26, outside diameter Y and its length N and angular 
aperture co are so set that length (outside diameter) Y of one side of fiber bundle 144 by length N 
of optical fiber 140 is smaller than the tangent value of angular aperture co, that is, the angle 
between central axis Z of the optical fiber 140 and incident light V. 

A plurality of individual optical fibers 140 with a light absorbing layer 143 formed like 
that or a plurality of fiber bundles 144 with the light absorbing layers 141 formed are placed into
